An $8 increase in the tax rate is likely 
this coming year, based on current es- 
timates contained in the annual budget 
presented to the selectmen and finance 
committee this week by Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin. 

But, there is also the likelihood that the 
tax hike could be cushioned through 
review and examination of requests and 
special money articles in the warrant, 
before the annual town meeting in April. 

This could possibly result in an increase 
from this year’s rate of $53 per thousand 
collars of valuation to $59 or $60 - - a $6 or 
$7hike - - according to Assistant Manager 
Sheldon S. Cohen, who has been working 
with the manager in the budget compila-

Current budget projections chose the 
general, town tax rate to be $29.58, for the 
coming year, up a little over $6 from last 
year. The school rate would be $31.64, upa 
little over $2 from last year. 

Despite the increase, the manager 
points out in his budget message, that An- 
dover’s tax rate, would remain the next to 
lowest among the ten communities used 
for comparison in collective bargaining 
processes. In those communities used for 
comparison, and based on 100 per cent 
valuation, Andover’s rate is just above 
North Andover which is lowest at $23.85, 
while Lawrence is highest at $56.28. 

Assistant Manager Cohen reported this 
week that the figures used in compiling 
the budget included the best estimates of

such things as county and state costs. He 
said the administration felt it had a better 
handle on revenues from state sources and 
did not anticipate any windfalls from this 
source im the coming year. 

Cohen pointed to the major items effec- 
ting the increase this year as an increase 
of $310,000 in county taxes, representing 
$1.21 of the tax rate, increased state 
assessments of $91, 000, up 36 cents; a 
decrease of $223,000 in state aid for 
educational purposes, 87 cents an increase 
in costs for the Greater Lawrence 
Sanitary District of $188,000, up 73 cents; 
special money articles in the warrant, 
$461,000, plus $1.80; $175,000 less in free 
cash, 68 cents; an increase in personal ser- 
vices accounts in town departments, 


‘‘salaries’’ $205,000, up 80 cents; school ex- 
périses increase, $183,000, plus 72 cents and 
increase in personal services of $700,000 
representing $2.73. 

Assisting in reducing the tax rate in the 
coming year will be an anticipated $171, 
000 in federal revenue sharing, amounting 
to 67 cents; another $110,000 in federal fun- 
ding, 43 cents and an additional an- 
ticipated $110,000 in sewer service use 
charges, contributing to 43 cents. 

The major items contributing to the in- 
crease total $9.90, while those which could 
assist in reduction of taxes amount to 
$1.53.

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Selectmen Reject Solid Waste Site 


Andover will not enter the 
solid waste site sweepstakes by 
virtue of a 4-1 vote of the 
selectmen Monday night. 

With only Selectman Susan T. 
Poore, opposed, the board ap- 
proved a motion by Selectman 
Alan F. French not to submit a 
site for consideration due to 
concern for the Shawsheen 
River watershed area and the 
uncertainty of obtaining an 
access road to the site from 
Route 93. 

A site in Lowell Junction had 
been recommended, one of 


* seven presented to the 


selectmen for consideration. 
The junction area was 
recommended by Director of 
Public Works Robert E. 
McQuade, Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin and also had 
the endorsement of the plan- 
ning board and industrial 
development commission. 

The solid waste site, \which 
would contain a plant to process 
refuse from several com- 
munities and produce electrici- 
ty, was rejected last fall by the 
city of Haverhill. The 
Northeast Regional committee, 
working on the site selection, 
has since requested location 
proposals from member com- 
munities. 

In December, local ad- 
ministrators were asked ‘to 
review possible sites in An- 
dover and present them to the 
selectmen for possible submis- 
sion to the committee. 

DPW Director McQuade out- 
lined the sites possible in An- 
dover, including three in the in- 
dustrial area off River Road, 
one off Frontage road to the 
rear of the Raytheon plant, 
another off Dascomb Road near 
Allied Chemical building, the 
Shawsheen area to the rear of 
the former Raytheon plant and 
two in the Lowell Junction 
area. 

McQuade explained that 
funds would be provided the 
town based tonnage processed 
daily at the plant. 

While other sites had advan- 
tages, McQuade said that the 
Lowell Junction site offered the 
best location for a facility of the 
size proposed. 

He said that the planning 
board and industrial commis- 
sion had placed restrictions on 
the location, if proposed, name- 
ly, that an interchange would be 
provided off Route 93, and any 
impact on the Shawsheen river 
be eliminated. 

The town, along with 
Tewksbury and Wilmington, 
has been seeking the construc- 
tion of an access road to the in- 
dustrial area in Lowell Junction 
from Route 93. An environmen- 
tal impact study is now un- 
derway- for the project. 
Estimates of time for such a 
road to be a reality, if ap- 
proved, is five years. 

Water for cooling in process- 
ing at the plant, is one of the 
considerations. Asked if the 
Shawsheen river were to be 
used for this purpose, McQuade 
told selectmen, the supply was 
not there for use of the 
Shawsheen, but combined with 


an air cooling system, some 


Songbirds migrate at an 
altitude between 1500 and 6000 
feet, at 18 to 25 miles per hour, 
Massachusetts Audubon tells us.

The DPW director also ex- 
plained that rights to the river 
water held by Raytheon and 
other firms along the river 
would have to be checked out. 

River Road industrial areas 
were eliminated from con- 
sideration by the study com- 
mittee, McQuade said, due to 
the upgraded zoning in that 
area. Town meeting action 
would be required to alter the 
zoning there to allow a plant of 
this size and nature to be built 
there, thus it was eliminated 
from consideration. 

McQuade concluded his com- 
ments indicating his feeling 
that ‘‘the Lowell Junction site 
would, be an advantage for the 
town.”’ 

Selectman Alan F. French, 
noting that Tewksbury has sub- 
mitted a site similar to An- 
dover’s and just across 93 from 
the junction location, asked if a 
split application were per- 
missable — the single site being 
submitted by both towns. 

McQuade said it was 
probably possible, but difficult 
to manage in the light of the 
reimbursements due a com- 
munity in which the plant is 
located. 

French then noted that he had 
a cautious feeling about the 
proposal emphasizing that town 
had expended years of effort to 
obtain watershed area along the 
Shawsheen for conservation 
and recreation purposes, which 
could be jeopardized by such a

project. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen 
also noted that the timing on 
construction of an access road 
was a factor. A five year wait 
for such a road, he felt, 
presented a major obstacle, ad- 
ding that the Lowell Junction 
area had been developed with 
specific industry. While the 
proposed plant was not a 
“‘smoke-belching’’ facility, it 
did represent heavy industry 
not found in the junction at pre- 
sent. 

French then moved that An- 
dover not submit a site, based 
on the threat to the watershed 
area. The motion also contained 
the provision that the manager 
monitor sites submitted by 
other communities with regard 
to the effect on the Shawsheen. 

Mrs. Poore, who is Andover’s 
representative to the solid 
waste committee, said that she 
was reasonably comfortable 
with the restrictions placed by 
the planning board and in- 
dustrial commission on the An- 


‘dover site. 


She further commented that 
with Tewksbury submitting a 
similar site, that community 
could well end up with an ad- 
vantage. Mrs. Poore felt that 
with the site offering, con- 
taining the restrictions, the 
town’s concerns would be 
registered. 

Selectman Janet Lake, 
however, felt the town could 
register is concerns to the com- 
mittee, without submitting the 
site.

report that a comparison of tax rates in 
communities throughout Essex County in- 
dicates that Andover remains in the lower 
third, about 24th on the list. 

Austin feels that this indicates that ‘‘An- 
dover has the fiscal capacity to meet local 
needs without imposing a relative burden 
on our taxpayers in the process, Prudent 
investment in capital facilities and school 
and municipal services has clearly had 
beneficial payoffs with respect to our 
fiscal standing.”’ 

The matter of special financial articles 
and budget recommendations will be 
scrutinized in the coming weeks by both 
the selectmen and finance committee with 
the manager and department heads. 

With regard to the special articles, 
determination wili be made as to what 
portion will be bonded, thus postponing tax 
rate impact this year. 

Among the bond items to be reviewed is 
one for $1,251,000 for water main im- 
provements. This is in the warrant, and 
subject to review. An alternate article 
seeks $301,000 for water system im- 
provements, with particular attention to 
areas of town where improvements are 
considered mandatory, such as sections of 
River Road. 

Other special article items include the 
continued $100,000 improvements to the 
storm drainage system, pumping station 
and outfall sewer work planning, $20,000; 
Abbot well repair, $5,000; tax equalization 
program, $130,000; remodeling town hall, 
$65,000; an item for Ballardvale Com- 
munity Center, no cost estimate as yet; 
Elm Square traffic signals, $159,000; Cen- 
tral park lighting, $12,600; Sacred Heart 
Athletic Fields, $16,000; Fence at Sacred 
Heart, $1,200; Recreation Park roadway, 
$12,000; Brundrett avenue parking lot, $5,-

The primary purpose of tonight’s formal 
action by the Board of Selectmen on the 
status of the Manager’s employment con- 
tract and this accompanying statement is 
to clear up the present public and private 
confusion and speculation which we 
believe is harmful to the Town and all con- 
cerned. 

We appreciate and applaud Mr. Austin s 
many fine qualities which have given him 
a deserved reputation for hard work, 
honesty, integrity, and decency. That is 
not at issue. Our direct responsibility for 
the Manager’s job performance is clearly 
stated in the Charter. We have periodical- 
ly and continuously reviewed the 
Manager’s performance both formally and 
informally, pointing out both strengths 
and weaknesses in Town administration 
and business management. We believe 
that the increasing complexity of ad- 
ministration in Andover has exceeded Mr.

citizens and members of Town Boards. 

That I have failed to organize my office 
— even though I have been under a 
restraining order as far as filling certain 
positions established at the 1975 and 1976 
Annual Town Meetings, except for the 
Purchasing Agent which authorization 
came in June of 1976. 

On further thought, perhaps it is not so 
much that the members of the Board do 
not know their Manager, as I felt so 
strongly at first, but rather my manage- 
ment style does not fit your style and 
therein lies the problem. 

As to the future, I hope you will develop 
your criteria guidelines for an annual 
evaluation of your next manager, and that 
such guidelines relate directly to this posi- 
tion as you perceive them, as you wish the 
office to be executed. J 

I hope you will give the Manager the 
courtesy of presenting this criteria to him 
before the year begins and that he be given 
the “Performance Review” in writing 
each year, and that he be given ample op- 
portunity to fully understand its contents 
and opportunity to respond to it — as he 
chooses whether in writing or at a con- 
ference with the Chairman or the full 
Board. 

In June, when Chairman Greenberg ad- 
vised me of the Board’s decision — no 
reasons were offered. The Friday oral 
evaluation report did provide me with 
some of the Board’s feelings relative to 
my tenure — for which I was grasateful. 

The Friday session did provide me with 
a chance to respond — even without 
preparation. 

The response, the exchange that follow- 
ed clearly demonstrated the gulf between 
us — the frustrations we have had in deal- 
ing with each other. 

I learned that you felt my reaction to a 
few statements or a letter or two last year 
or so, was incorrect — that I had mis- 
understood. It was also evident that some 
of my communications — in fact some of 
my statements at the meeting itself 
brought an immediate emotional response 
and a complete misunderstanding of what 
I had said. 

What it demonstrated — what we all 
must have known for a long time, that 
there has been during the past two / three 
years a tragic lack of communication 
between the Selectmen and the Town 
Manager. 

Facing an evaluation session Friday 
morning, I sat watching T.V. a few 
minutes Thursday, before leaving for a 
meeting in Haverhill with my tenure on 
my mind, I was suddenly struck with a 
sentence in President Carter’s inaugural 
address, that seemed to reflect my think- 
ing. “Your strength can compensate for 
my weakness and your wisdom can help to 
minimize my mistakes.” 

I wish that I might have had that kind of 
help from this Board during the past two 
years. 


with respect to his relationship with the 
school committee. He noted that there had 
been some correction in recent years 
through the setting of standards and goals 
annually, by which programs are carried 
out and responsibilities placed. 

He suggested that if there were mis- 
understandings, the selectmen should say 
so. The selectmen should tell the manager 
and the townspeople, ‘‘this is the program 
for the year,” and then see that it is 
followed. 


Of the manager, Seifert said “I am 
aware of his strengths and weaknesses,”’ 
he said as he suggested that the job of 
manager is not so complex that an outlin- 
ed program would not solve the problems.

ding a man of his (Austin’s) capabilities.” 

Moderator Wiliam Dalton, in support of 
Austin called the manager, ‘‘exceptionally 
professional.’ 

Nathaniel Mann said he did not feel a 
difference in philosophy was cause for dis- 
missal, citing the differences of opinion 
which had been prevalent in school 
committee-superintendent problems of a 
few years ago. 

Despite the commentary, the board took 
its vote and they allowed Austin to res- 
pond. 

The manager has had applications filed 
in Massachusetts and Maine communities 
having the manager system. 

The third manager since the beginning 
of the new charter in 1958, Austin has been 
described as a low-key administrator, per- 
forming his functions in a business-like 
manner, and different in style from that of 
his two predecessors. 

Thomas E. Duff, the first manager, who 
failed to have his contract renewed at the 
end of the five years, was considered a 
good transitional manager, getting the job 
done in a pleasing fashion. 

Richard J. Bowen, the second manager, 
left the post before the five year term ex- 
pired. His term was characterized by a 
professional, somewhat forceful ad- 
ministrative attitude, with some creativi- 
ty and controversy along the way.

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An Unwise Decision 


The selectmen Monday night voted four to one, not to 
renew the contract of Town Manager J. Maynard Austin 
when it expires in August. 

The formal vote was a confirmation of something ap- 
parent for several months, and is, what we consider an 
unwise decision. 

For whatever reason, the majority of the board 
stated, ‘‘We believe that the increasing complexity of 
administration in Andover has exceeded Mr. Austin’s 
management.”’ 

In their formal, open, affirmation of a decision made 
last June, the board praised the honesty, integrity and 
decency of the incumbent manager, a matter never in 
doubt. 


In his response to the vote taken by the board, Mr. | 


Austin commented on a lack of communication during 
the terms of h is tenure here, and thereby, well could be 
the crux of the situation. 

The selectmen, sitting as town’s policy making board, 
and the ‘“‘board of directors,”’ of the corporation, may 
have conducted evaluations of the manager over the 
years, either formally, or informally, as they state. 


But, apparently, at no time was any specific direction 
given the manager as to a program to follow, or 
procedural plan. To our knowledge, there was never an 
annual statement of direction as another fiscal or 
municipal year began. 


There are increasing complexities to municipal 
operations, but as a professionally-trained municipal 
administrator, Mr. Austin, certainly showed 
capabilities of meeting the changes. 

As the town’s third manager since the inception of the 
new charter, Austin seemed to fit into a desirable 
pattern. Thomas E. Duff, the first administrator, was 
well-suited for the transition period, easing the town 
into its new form of government. Richard J. Bowen, the 
second manager, was a strictly administrative type, 


forceful in his decisions. 

Austin, seemed to us, to be the business-type of ad- 
ministrator, who set about the task of conducting the 
town’s business in as professional manner as possible. 

The tax rate has risen nominally during his tenure. 
In the face of rising costs in all phases of municipal 
operation, it seemed that Andover’s tax structure was 
somewhat stable and controllable. 

He was, from time to time, handed a myriad of duties 
by the selectmen, his overseers. 

Often, a problem, which seemed to controversial, was 
dumped over to the manager to solve. On other oc- 
casions, the selectmen chose to direct the manager to 
perform certain functions. 

There was, over the years, as one reflects, truly a 
possible lack of communication, and by his own state- 
ment, Austin admits to there being a possible fault in 
this matter on his part. 

There has always been the contention that a conflict 
exists in the person of some members of the board feel- 
ing that municipal government should run on the same 
plane as private industry. 

Such a thought is noble, but impractical. 

Municipal operations can approximate private in- 
dustry, but due to laws generated over the years, 
protection provided employees, and other factors, it is 
most difficult to bring good business to government. 

But, the town manager system was devised to bring 
professionalism to municipal operations, and Andover 
decided to go with such a system in 1958. 

We feel that Mr. Austin has brought to Andover that 
professional administrative ability, and in a manner 
acceptable to the community. 

Perhaps, the selectmen should examine their role in 
the carrying out of the effective operation of a 
municipality. 

Their formal decision on Monday would appear to be 
irrevocable, and we considered it unwise.

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WASHINGTON -- Perhaps the 
most urgent problem facing 
President Jimmy Carter in the 
first days of his Administration is 
summarized in a cryptic na- 
tional security memo known 
only as “Policy Study No. 38” 
The study deals with the energy 
crisis and warns that the United 
States is dangerously dependent 
on foreign oil.

cording to the cables, Thanat 
mentioned the possibility of ac- 
quiring “unconventional” weap- 
ons. “Unconventional,” said the 
US. diplomats, can’ only mean 

But Thanat didn’t ask for 
nuclear weapons without offer- 
ing some special benefits. He 
spoke of providing U.S. corpora- 
tions with “a favorable invest- 
ment climate,” and tempted U.S. 
Officials with talk of oil and gas. 
Specifically, the cables refer to 
‘“‘promising discoveries of 
natural gas in the Gulf of Siam.” 
Multinational oil companies are 
only waiting for the go-ahead 
from the Thai government 
before they start exploratory 
drilling. 

Though State Dept. spokesmen 
refuse to comment on the cables, 
U.S. relations with Thailand 
have been shaky for some time. 
Since the debacle in Vietnam, 
leftist Thais have been 
demonstrating for an American 
pull-out in Thailand and USS. 
defense bases in the country 
have been drastically cut So 
without a large American pre- 
sence in Thailand, officials of the 
Thai government feel they must 
take drastic precautions. Ameri- 
can diplomats are unlikely to ac- 
cede to their wishes. 

Vietnam Leftovers: The 
U.S. Air Force has more than 
two million gallons of contami- 
nated herbicide on its hands and 
no one knows what to do with it. 

‘During the Vietnam War, the 
Air Force sprayed clouds of 
defoliants on the thick jungles of 
Southeast Asia. The purpose was 
to clear the land of hiding places 
and deprive enemy troops of the 
bountiful plenty of the rice pad- 
dies. One of these defoliants, 
known as “Herbicide Orange,” 


might be possible for others to 
go.

was so potent that former Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon ordered the 
Air Force to stop using it. 

Since supplies of the noxious 
chemical were produced to meet 
the needs of a protracted war, 
the presidential order left the 
Air Force with 2,300,000 gallons 
of the defoliant in storage. There 
are 1.4 million gallons in storage 
on Johnston Island in the South 
Pacific and another 860,000 
gallons in Gulfport, Miss. 

While planning to destroy the 
herbicide, scientists for the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
found that the whole lot was con- 
taminated by a deadly chemical 
known as Dioxin. Though Her- 
bicide Orange itself is an unplea- 
sant enough mixture, with Diox- 
in added, it could wipe out not 
only foliage, but animals as well. 

When Dioxin was released into 
the atmosphere after a factory 
explosion in the northern Italian 
town of Seveso last year, it killed 
all the foliage for miles around. 
People and livestock were 
evacuated from the area im- 
mediately, and the land sur- 
rounding the town may be 
unusable for years. Dioxin has 
also been proven to cause birth 
defects in animals. 

The Air Force originally plan- 
ned to incinerate the contami- 
nated herbicide at sea, but en- 
vironmentalists warned of 
devastating results. So another 
plan was developed calling for 
reprocessing through charcoal 
filters. It works, but still leaves 


the problem of what to do with 


the Dioxin-contaminated filters. 
So far, there’s no solution to that 
problem and the Air Force and 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy scientists are still at the draw- 
ing board.

Cohen Supports Sunset Bill 


State Rep. Gerald M. Cohen of 
Andover has joined a broad- 
based group of state officials in 
support of a Common Cause 
proposal to force a periodic, 
thorough examination of the 
usefulness of certain state agen- 
cies. 

Under the Common Cause 
proposal, cailed ‘‘Sunset’’ 
legislation, the performance of 
State agencies would be 
periodically reviewed and 
evaluated under the threat of 
automatic termination if they did 
not measure up to standards. For 
those agencies which could prove 
their value, the legislature would 
be required to vote to re- 
establish, modify or continue 
their existence. Those not 
specifically continued by a vote 
of the legislature would 
automatically terminate on the 
July 1 following completion of 
the review. 

Cohen is one of 43 lawmakers 
who formed bi-partisan support 
for the Common Cause bill, 
which will soon undergo a public 
hearing before the legislature’s 
State Administration Com- 
mittee. Co-filers of the bill are 
Senate Ways and Means Chair- 
man James A. Kelly, Jr. (Dem- 
Oxford) and House Majority 
Leader Representative William 
Q. MacLean, Jr. (Dem- 
Fairhaven). Other petitioners on

The bill calls for some 60 
regulatory boards and com- 
issions to be evaluated on a 
Staggered basis, over a six year 
period. Those agencies that were 
continued by the legislature 
would be given a new six-year 
life span, at the end of which they 
would again undergo the 
“‘Sunset”’ review. Those agencies 
that were terminated for lack of 
support from the legislature 
would have one year from the 
July 1 termination date in which 
to wind up their affairs. 


The purpose of the ‘‘Sunset’’ 
bill is to institute a ‘‘zero-based 
review’’ of state agencies so that 
the legislature can determine 
what agencies are going, what it 
costs and whether or not they are 
efficiently meeting their objec- 
tives. Each review would be un- 
der the control of the appropriate 
legislative committee and would 
include participation by the agen- 
cy itself, the gubernatorial 
cabinet secretariat, responsible 
for that agency and the Ex- 
ecutive Office of Administration 
and Finance. The legislature, 
however, would have the final 
control over the agency’s future.

Wyeth Drug Haul Found In R. I. 


Drugs stolen from Wyeth 
Laboratories in Lowell Junction 
last September - - worth $8 
million ‘‘on the street’’ - - are 
scheduled to be destroyed. 

The 322 cases of morphine, 
demerol, seconal, dilaudin and 
other drugs including birth con- 
trol pills, were found neatly 
stacked in a Rhode Island gar- 
age, in one of the biggest drug 
hauls in history. 

Wyeth spokesman Charles 
Adelsberger has said the drugs 
will have to be destroyed, since 
they might have been damaged 
by heat or cold. They are sup- 
posed to be kept in a controlled 
climate. 

A few samples will be kept as 
evidence, however, as the in- 
vestigation continues.
